The victim, Dean said, was Silas 
Coleman, 43 years old, a World 
War veteran, who was lured to 4 
Jonely spot on the pretext he was 
to collect wages due him, and shot 
down for the entertainment of a 
Black Legion drinking party. 

McCrea said he would ask for 
warrants charging five men with 
kidnaping Coleman from his home. 
Since Dean said the killing oc- 
curred in Livingston County, Mc- 
Crea said charges also would be 
filed there. 

The men Dean accused of par- 
ticipating in the Coleman murder 
are Harvey Davis, Jack Banner- 
man and Ervin D. Lee, all held for 
trial] for the Poole murder; Charles 
Rouse, awaiting trial as an acces- 
sory after the fact in the Poole 
case; and James Roy Lorence, who 
was released after questioning in 
the Poole case. 

Dean said Coleman was killed 
because one of Dean's superiors in 
the Black Legion said he wanted 
to “see what it feels like” to shoot 
a Negro. 

Four members of the Black Le- 
gion and their wives were spending 
a week-end at a cottage near Rush 
Lake, in Livingston County, and 
the killing was arranged to furnish 
“a little excitement” for the men 
in the party, Dean declared. 

The Black Legion members, he 
said, induced the Negro to accom- 
pany them, led him into an isolat- 
ed section of marshland, <nd 
opened fire. Wounded, Coleman 
started to run, Dean said, but the 
terrorists tracked him down and 
emptied their weapons into his 
body. Coleman's body was found 
by a fisherman. It had been 
pierced by 18 bullets, 


ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT 
TO CONTROL OIL INDUSTRY 


Rigid Restrictions on Trade Put in 
Force by Presidential 
Decree. 

BUENOS AIRES, July 21.—Ar- 
gentina turned over to a Govern- 
ment-owned corporation last night 
the regulation of its entire petro- 

Jeum industry. 

In a decree announcing rigid re- 
strictions, the Government of Pres- 
ident Agustin P. Justo stated that 
effective immediately exporting of 
Argentine oil was prohibited and 
imports would be permitted only 
through the Government company. 

Several foreign companies, chief 
of which is the Standard Oil of 
New Jersey, will be affected by the 
order, seen in authoritative quar- 
ters as an effort by Argertina to 
make itself self-sustaining.

Malaga in Government Hands. 

The commander of a British de- 
stroyer which went from Gibraltar 
to Malaga to protect British sub- 
jects said by wireless that the 
Southern city was now under com- 
plete Government control. Malaga 
previously was reported in flames. 

As the fighting entered the fifth 
day, strictly censored communica- 
tions lines made impossible any 
definite tabulation of the number 
of casualties. 

The highest estimate of casual- 
ties—25,000 persons killed — was 
made by police officials at Hendaye, 
France, from refugees’ reports, but 
there was no means of checking. 

The Government announced that 
thousands of workers, armed from 
military arsenals, were marching 
on Seville, held by Rightist rebels, 
in an attempt to capture the city. 

Officials announced: “We will 
send more forces any place they 
may be needed for the triumph of 
the popular front.” 

Meanwhile, aviators loyal to the 
Leftist Government were bombing 
the barracks in Seville. These 
same aviators played a large part 
in forcing the capitulation of re- 
bellious garrisons in Madrid yes- 
terday. 

Reports of Rebel Gains. 

Despite these Government an- 
nouncements of victories, sources 
outside the country, notably at 
Gibraltar and Rabat, French Mo- 
rocco, said rebel forces under the 
command of Gen. Francisco Fran- 
co were pushing northward from 
the southern coast of Spain. They 
were said to be in possession not 
only of Seville but of various cities 
near Gibraltar. 

The rebels were said to have 
footholds, although not complete 
control in every case, in La Linea, 
Algeciras, Cadiz, Granada, Malaga, 
Cartagena Barcelona and other 
points. 

Red Banners in Madrid. 

The red banners of the Popular 
Front, which won an overwhelm- 
ing victory in the last parliamen- 
tary election, flew from automo- 
biles filled with Leftist militia- 
men in Madrid streets. 

An indication that the Govern- 
ment believed more fighting in and 
around the capital likely was seen 
in a Government radio broadcast 
advising citizens to refrain from 
wasting ammunition. 

“Save it for more important 
days,” the Government said. 

Leftist newspapers sold on the 
streets of Madrid showed photo- 
graphs of the surrender yesterday 
of La Montana Barracks showing 
defeated soldiers and officers 
marching out with their hands 
raised under the weapons of the 
victorious militiamen and assault 
guards. 

. The .official gazette published a 
decree naming Pedro Prado chief 
of the navy staff. Another decree 
ordered the troops at Guadalajara 
to place themselves at the disposal 
of the first division. 

Account of Madrid Fighting. 

An authoritative account of the 
fighting in the capital yesterday 
which culminated in the suppres- 
sion of revolts in La Montana and

The artillery, manned by assault 
guards, opened fire and the rebels 
with a trench mortar, rifles and 
machiné guns.

Several Officers Killed. 

When the loyal forces poured 
irgo the barracks the bodies of sev- 
eral officers were found at the in- 
side gates and numerous wounded 
received first aid treatment. 

Fascist civilians were discoveréd 
inside the barracks, published re- 
ports said, and the soldiers of the 
regiment asserted it was chiefly 
the officers and these civilians who 
had fired on the Government 
forces. The soldiers themselves de- 
clared they had fired mostly into 
the air. | 

An insurrection at Getaff Ajir- 
drome was quickly mastered by a 
fleet of planes from Cuatro Vientos 
Airfield, which bombed the rebels.

“Various areas of Spain have 
consolidated their positions and 
now are preparing operations «to 
wipe out lesser centers of Commu- 
nist machinations. 

“Our movement has come at the 
right time because the conditions 
certain warships have 
shown how intense is the Commu- 
nist propaganda in the navy forces 
and how necessary it was to act 
swiftly and energetically as we 
have done. 

“Civilization in Western Europe 
would otherwise have suffered a 
most serious setback. 

“The spirit of the troops in the 
protectorate (Spanish Morocco) is 
splendid and it is remarkable how 
the native troops have offered 
themselves to serve the interests 
of the nation that protects them. 
“The threat to bombard Ceuta 
by certain mutinous ships has been 
repulsed. The populace of Ceuta 
viewed their presence with indif- 
ference. 

“Among the ships which at- 
tacked Ceuta was a Russian oil 
tanker on which two guns were 
mounted. 

“This shows once again how we 
have been betrayed by former 
Spanish Governments and how they 
have bowed to the mandates of 
Moscow.

have been of the oprnion that it 
placed restrictions on foreign in- 
surance companies doing business 
in Missouri. 

The purpose of this line of ex- 
amination was to show that the law 
requiring an explanation of the pro- 
posal to prospective signers had not 
been complied with. 

Advertised for Girls. 

After receiving the petitions from 
Miss Roer, Nichols testified, he be- 
gan obtaining signatures, getting 
probably 150 the first day. Realiz- 
ing then that the job was too big 
for one person, Ke returned to Miss 
Roer and suggested an advertise- 
ment for girls to obtain signers. 
The advertisement was inserted and 
the following day nine young wom- 
en applied for jobs and were em- 
ployed. Several quit the first day 
and only two or three remained un- 
til the work was completed. He 
paid them two cents per name, he 
said. 

Nichols testified he paid the 
women with his own funds and 
that he had not been reimbursed 
nor paid for his services, though he 
said he had been instructed by 
Miss Roer to submit his bill, and he 
had no doubt that he would be 
paid. 

Understanding as to Pay. 

“Who did you understand was to 
pay you?” McKittrick asked. 

“I understood the Jefferson City 
newspapers would pay me,” he re- 
plied. 

The Attorney-General presented 
photostatic copies of several of the 
petitions each containing 150 
names, and each bearing Nichols’ 
affidavit. On examining them, 
Nichols testified that he had ob- 
tained none of the signatures, but 
that he had signed the affidavits. 

McKittrick began questioning 
Nichols in detail as to each of the 
insurance code petitions circulated 
in Cole County. Each petition car- 
ried 50 signatures. 

Of the first 10 petitions exam- 
ined, Nichols admitted he did not 
obtain the signatures on seven of 
them, but signed the affidavits on 
the petitions as the circulator. He 
said he obtained the signatures on 
the other three. 

He testified his acknowledgement 
to all of the petitions was taken be- 
fore Miss Roer, on June 6. She is an 
employe of the Tribune Publishing 
Co. 

‘A Man Named Powers in St. Louis’ 

“Miss Roer gave me the name of 
a man named Powers in St. Louis,” 
Nichols said, “and I mailed the pe- 
titions to him that day, after they 
were prepared for mailing at the 
newspaper office.” 

His reference was to William T. 
Powers, St. Louis attorney, who 
filed the petitions for 10 of the 13 
congressional districts with the Sec- 
retary of State last June 30. 
Powers has not disclosed the iden- 
tity of his clients so far, but has 
notified the Attorney-General he 
was willing to appear and testify. 
He may be called as a witness at 
another hearing to be held by At- 
torney-General McKittrick in St. 
Louis on July 28. 

McKittrick excused Nichols from 
the stand temporarily and began 
questioning some of the girls who 
circulated the petitions in Cole 
County, under Nichols’ direction. 

Girls Questioned. 

Miss Goldean West, 18 years old, 
testified she was employed as a 
circulator when she called at the 
Capital News-Post Tribune office, 
in response to an advertisement in 
the newspapers. 

Miss West said Nichols explained 
to several of the girls that the in- 
surance code proposal was “to do 
away with some of the insurance 
companies that are trying to beat 
people out of their money.” In re- 
sponse to a question by McKittrick, 
she said she told persons solicited to 
sign the petitions that the pro- 
posal “was to be brought to a vote 
in November to do away with those 
insurance offices.” 

Miss Mary Lee Amos 18, testi- 
ied she was employed after answer-

‘ing the advertisement for circu- 


lators. She said Nichols explained 
“the insurance bill is to keep for- 
eign insurance companies from 
coming into Missouri,’ and that 
she passed this explanation on to 
persons she asked to sign the pe- 
titions. 

Other circulators whose testi- 
mony was taken were Miss Vir- 
ginia Klug, Miss Lucille Heimrichs, 
Miss Margaret Wisch, Miss Mar- 
guerite Zimmerman, Miss Jewell 
McMillan, Miss Helen Powell, and 
Miss Virginia Talley. 

All testified to receiving the pe- 
titions from Nichols and returning 
them to him after signatures were 
obtained. Some of the young 
women, most of whom were 16 to 
17 years old, obtained sufficient 
signers to fill the petitions, each 
of which has spaces for 50 names, 
while others wearied of the task 
after getting only seven or eight 
signatures. 

None was able to explain the pro- 
posals in the petitions. They told 
Nichols they had personally wit- 
nessed each signature except in a 
very few instances, and he made 
the affidavit to each petition. 

The hearing was concluded with 
the testimony of Miss Juanita Dav- 
ison, which was largely a repeti- 
tion of that given by other circu- 
lators, who told of receiving the 
petitions from Nichols in the Post- 
Tribune Building, and returning 
them to him after obtaining the 
signatures, 

Nichols’ affidavit was attached 
to the petitions she circulated as it 
was to the others. 

The Attorney-General announced 
that testimony would be resumed in 
Jefferson City Aug. 31. 

Statement by McKittrick. 

The Attorney-General said before 
the deposition started today that he 
had information which he was con- 
fident would become evidence that 
sufficient fraud would be shown in 
the petitions filed from the Sec- 
ond Congressional District to elim- 
inate that district from the 10 
districts from which petitions were 
filed. 

Evidence obtained in depositions 
taken in St. Louis last week was 
sufficient, he said, to eliminate the 
Thirteenth Congressional District. 
While it is necessary to knock out 
only two congressional districts to 
prevent the code from being placed 
on the ballot at the November elec- 
tion and to prevent the publication, 
the Attorney-General said he ex- 
pected to take depositions in St. 
Louis next week and also show 
fraud in the Twelfth Congressional 
District. 

The testimony is being taken in 
an injunction suit to stop Secre- 
tary of State Dwight H. Brown 
from advertising the code and 
from certifying it for the Novem- 
ber ballot.

JOBLESS MAN DRILLING WELL 
FOR WATER HITS NATURAL GAS 


Machinist, Who Bought Home 
With Bonus Money, Hopes to 
Make Use of Fuel. 


When W. H. Terpening, 42-year- 
old unemployed machinist, 
drilling for a well in the garden 


at one side of his two-room frame 
house on the Mississippi River 
bank near the foot of Osage street 
the other day he struck natural 
gas, which he hopes soon to put 
to practical use. 

His house, which he bought with 
his soldiers’ bonus money, has 
neither water, gas, nor electricity 
and he would like to harness the 
gas to use it for cooking and heat- 
ing.

CLEW 10 MURDER 
OF GIRL IN HOTEL 


Found in Lock Outside 
Door After Killing—Reg- 
ular One Behind Radia- 


tor in Her Room.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 21.— 
Sheriff Laurence E. Brown said to- 
day he regarded the pass key to 


_j the hotel room of Helen Clevenger 


as the most important clew toward 
solving the murder of the 18-year- 
old New York University student 
last Wednesday night. The key 
was found in the lock on the out- 


‘\gide of the door, while the regular 


key was found behind a radiator. 

Brown said the hotel engineer 
told him he had all the pass keys 
to the hotel rooms made and that 
he distributed them to the proper 
employes. He said the engineer 
identified the key found in Miss 
Clevenger’s door as one of those 
he had distributed, picking it from 
11 keys with which he was con- 
fronted. He picked one of the 
other keys, Brown said, as a dupli- 
cate about which he reported he 
knew nothing. 

Rusty Bullet Another Clew. 

Other clews were a rusty .32-cal- 
iber bullet, apparently fired from 
an automatic long in disuse; a 10- 
inch, nickel-plated paper knife, 
found in the hotel manager’s of- 
fice, through which a bellboy said 
he saw a shadowy form flee to es- 
cape to the street about 1 a. m., the 
time of the murder; an ice pick 
and a pair of scissors which two 
deputies took to headquarters for 
examination after a search of the 
home in which Mark Wollner, 35- 
year-old concert violinist held in 
the case, had his lodgings; finger- 
prints on various objects in the 
room which Sheriff Brown said 
were practically worthless. 

Sheriff Brown sai there were 
new developments in his investiga- 
tion, but he refused to discuss their 
nature. 

More Questioning of Wollner. 

Officers intended to continue 
their questioning of Wollner today. 
There was no_ specific charge 
against the violinist, whose studio 
is across the street from the fash- 
ionable hotel where the girl was 
criminally attacked, mutilated, and 
shot to death. 

Since he was questioned first on 
his incarceration Saturday night, 
he has had contact with no one ex- 
cept the jailer, who takes him his 
meals. He has been allowed no 
visitors and has seen no newspap- 
ers. 

The sheriff said he had question- 
ed Wollner only about his where- 
abouts the night Miss Clevenger 
was killed. He quoted the prisoner 
as saying he was at home all night. 
Wollner’s story, the sheriff said, 
was corroborated by Miss Mildred 
Ward, 19-year-old daughter of the 
musician’s landlady.

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BAR ASSOCIATION 
SEEKS 10 PUT ITS 
TICKET ON BALLOT 


Petitions for Inclusion of 
Non - Political Judicial 
Slate to Be Circulated 
After Primary. 


Petitions will be circulated by the 
Bar Association of St. Louis, fol- 
lowing the primary election of Aug. 
4, to put on the November general 
election ballot the association’s Non- 


Political Judicial Ticket, based on 
a preferential poll of the member- 
ship completed yesterday. 

The ticket will consist of can- 
didates for Circuit Judge, Judge of 
the Court of Criminal. Correction 
and Circuit Attorney indorsed in 
the poll. If any of those indorsed 
fail of nomination, the next in rank 
of preference will be placed on the 
ticket. The petitions must bear 
signatures of voters equal to 2 per 
cent of the vote in the last elec- 
tion. Thus the requirement will be 
from 3217 to 5486 signatures, de- 
pending on whether it is found the 
1935 aldermanic or the 1934 general 
election is the basis. 

Those indorsed, listing candidates 
for the six places as Circuit Judges 
in the order announced by the as- 
sociation, were: 

For Circuit Judges: 

Arthur H. Bader, Republican, who 
has been on the Circuit bench sev- 
en years. 

Frank B. Coleman, Democrat. 

Frank Landwehr, Republican, on 
the Circuit bench 18 years. 

Chilton Atkinson, Democrat. 

Robert W. Hall, Republican, on 
the Circuit bench 18 years. 

Richard T. Brownrigg, Democrat. 
For Judge, Court of Criminal Cor- 

rection. 

Joseph L. Simpson, Democrat, Po- 
lice Judge now on leave of absence. 
For Circuit Attorney: 

Franklin Miller, Democrat, who 
has held the office for the last 
eight years, previously having been 
a Circuit Judge. 

The vote on those indorsed and 
those failing of indorsement was 
not announced. It was indicated, 
but not openly stated, that the or- 
der of listing of those indorsed for 
the Circuit bench was the order of 
preference. The association pur- 
posely refrained from publishing 
the ranking of those not indorsed, 
as it did not wish to disclose to 
politicians or others which bar can- 
didates would be placed on the No- 
vember ticket if any of those in- 
dorsed failed of nomination. 

Ballots in the poll contained the 
names of the 25 Democrats and 10 
Republicans running for Circuit 
Judge, three Democrats and one 
Republican running for Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
and one Democrat and two Repub- 
licans running for Circuit Attorney, 
listed alphabetically under each of- 
fice, without reference to their po- 
litical affiliations. 

How Poll Was Conducted. 

Each voter in the secret poll 
signed a certificate separate from 
his ballot to the effect that he was 
a member of the Bar Association 
in good standing. Ballots were is- 
sued to the 950 puid-up members 
of the association und 588 were re- 
turned. Of these, 10 were rejected 
because improperly marked for all 
offices and six because they lacked 
accompanying certificates. Of the 


' 572 ballots counted, 21 were reject- 


ed as to Circuit Judges only, nine 
as to Court of Criminal Correction 
only and five as to Circuit Attorney 
only. 

The voters marked the ballot in 
order of preference for each office, 
‘from one to 35 in the case of the 
Circuit bench, and so on. Those 
indorsed, therefore, received the 
preponderance of preference but 
the smallest numerical totals. Mem- 
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Tropical Orchids Dry Up | 
In St. Louis Heat, Drouth 
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Shaw’s Garden Specimens at Gray Summit 
Have Stopped Blooming, Nursery Stock | 
Dying, Trees Withered. 


Orchids of the prolific Shaw's 
Garden collection kept in_ hot- 
houses at Gray Summit, have quit 


blooming, branches of trees are 
withering, young nursery stock has 
died, and nearly every form of plant 
life has been affected adversely, 
George H. Pring, superintendent of 
Shaw's Garden, said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in discussing 
the results so far of the heat and 
drouth. 

Usually a hundred or more orchid 
blooms are obtained during July and 
August, the scantiest flowering peri- 
od of the year, but the prevailing 
hot atmosphere has dried up the 
buds of the Cattleyas and slipper or- 
chids until hardly a bloom is left in 
any of the orchid houses, Pring said. 
The foliage of all the Philippine and 
Panama orchids has turned brown. 

It has been customary to give one 
water application daily to orchid 
plants. As recent temperatures con- 
tinued to mount, this was increased 
to a root watering and two spray ap” 
plications a day, but the orchids 
still refused to be coaxed into 
bloom. 

Probably none of the plants will 
be lost, Pring said, but the dry heat 
has set them back severely, and it 
will be months before they will re- 
cover normal condition. 

Much Worse Than in 1934. 

The total effect on the orchids 
has been much worse than in 1934, 
Pring said. There has been no ap- 
preciable rainfall and no atmos- 
pheric moisture at the arboretum 
for three months. 

Young nursery trees and shrubs, 
including many varieties of ever- 
greens being tested to determine 
if they would survive this climate, 
are killed or dying. Mature pines, 
spruces and cedars, however, have 
withstood the drouth best. Foliage 
of hemlocks and arbor'vitaes has 
been scorched by the sun, regard- 
less of size or root moisture. 

A recording instrument at Shaw’s 
Garden, formed of a sectional col- 
lar fixed around an oak, recording 
the trunk action daily by means of 
a marking needle, showed that the 
tree stopped growing June 10. 

On the hottest of recent days, 
the trunk shrunk three millimeters 
from 5 a. m. to 4 p. m., but re- 
gained its lost girth during the 
night, probably from sub-soil mois- 
ture, as the oak stands not far 
from a pond. 

Records of this tree have 12en 


kept since 1933 with the instru- 
ment by August P. Beilman, Gar- 
den arboriculturist, and the effect 
of the 1934 drouth was no worse. 
Weather Bureau records show a 
greater moisture deficiency in the 
first six months of this year than 
in 1934. 
Trees’ Temperatures Taken. 

The internal temperature of the 
oak reached 77 degrees last Thurs- 
day, but yesterday, owing to cooler 
weather and less evaporation, it had 
dropped to 72 degrees. Two elms, 
however, less fortunately situated, 
showed internal temperatures on 
hot days last week of 85 degrees, 
the point at which there is consid- 
erable defoliation and branches die. 

The earth also ran a feverish tem- 

perature of 108 degrees last week, 
just one inch below the sod, accord- 
ing to Shaw’s Garden tests, as com- 
pared to 112 degrees in 1934. Pring 
predicted, however, that although 
grass above the ground has been 
wiped out, the mature bluegrass 
plants will spring up again from 
dormant roots with the coming of 
autumn rains. Young bluegrass, 
germinated from last spring’s seed- 
ing, was killed. 
In a walk around the Garden 
with a Bost-Dispatch reporter, 
Pring pointed out some trees with 
dead or dying branches, others part- 
ly defoliated, and  half-withered 
shrubs, as a condition that pre- 
vails everywhere, and which caused 
the Garden management for the 
first time in its existence to resort 
to watering with a power pump it 
had to purchase. 

During the last 10 days, 1,100,000 
gallons of water was pumped from 
a lake in the southwest corner of 
the Garden over flower beds and 
tree root areas, to meet the drouth 
emergency. . 

Ground Wetted Three Feet Down. 

The ground is being wetted to a 
depth of three feet. Among the 
finer specimens watered to stop 
the drouth damage effectually, were 
European horsechestnuts, pagoda 
trees, ginkgos, sweet gum, white 
oaks, hollies and ash. Long sec- 
tions of pipe carry the water. 

The pumping will continue day 
and night until general rains fall. 
Fortunately, the lake has main- 
tained its level, leading to the be- 
lief it is fed by an underground 
spring, and giving the Garden a 
previously unguessed source of wa- 
ter supply.

ican Life stock which Head re-, 


ceived have a potential value of 
$60 a share, or $120,000, under the 
plan of mutualization for the com- 
pany. His gross profit therefore, 
was $140,000, subject, of course, to 


taxes. 

In order to obtain this profit from 
liquidation of the Genera] Ameri- 
can Securities Corporation it was 
necessary for Head to meet the 
technical requirement of the op- 
tion by posting $50,000 which was 
returned to him when the deal was 
completed. 

Under the General American 
Life mutualization plan, which is 
expected to become effective within 
a few weeks, earnings of the com- 
pany will be used as available, to 
retire its capital stock, thus gradu- 
ally transferring ownership of the 
company to its policy holders. 


When Head came to St. Louis in 
1933 to become president of General 
American Life, newly organized to 
take over the old Missouri State 
Life Insurance Co., he gave up 
banking connections in New York 
City and entered into the option 
agreement which he hoped would 
eventually enable him to acquire a 
substantial interest in the com- 
pany. 

General American Life was fi- 
nanced by David Milton, son-in-law 
of John D. Rockefeller Jr. and as- 
sociates, through the Equity Cor- 
poration, an investment holding 
company. They took nearly all of 
the 50,000 shares of the new com- 
pany at $40 a share. The paid-in 
capital was $2,000,000. 

The Securities Corporation. 

The General American Securities 
Corporation, was subsidiary of the 
Equity Corporation, which recently 
sold 45,000 shares of General Amer- 
ican Life stock to the Southwest- 
ern Life Insurance Co. of Dallas, 
Tex. and allied interests. Other 
subsidiaries of the Equiry corpora- 
tion held some of the General Amer- 
ican Life shares. 

As organized, General American 
Securities Corporation had _ out- 
standing 35,000 shares of preferred 
stock and 5250 of common stock, 
owned by Equity interests. The 
charter authorized a total issue of 
8000 shares of common, and Head 
was given a 10-year option to pur- 
chase 2000 shares of the common, 
the price to be $25 a share the first 
five years, and to increase $15 a 
share each year thereafter. 

Early this year when Equity Cor- 
poration arranged the sale of its 
General American Life stock (held 
by General American Securities 


Corporation) to Southwestern Life, | 


Head gave notice of intention to 
exercise the option, which would 
have given him approximately 25 
per cent of the common stock of 
the securities company. Since the 
securities company was to be liq- 
uidated, a settlement was made, giv- 
ing Head $20,000 in cash, and 2000 
shares of General American Life 
stock. 
Mutualization Agreement. 

Under the mutualization plan, 
the 45,000 shares of General Amer- 
ican Life owned by Southwestern 
Life interests, have been trusteed 
under an agreement that they may 
be taken up by General American 
from time to time at $60 a share. 
The same plan is available to hold- 
ers of the remaining 5000 shares. 
The stock held by others besides 
Head and the Southwestern in- 
terests, however, must be given 
preference in retirement. This in- 
cludes about 1850 shares owned by 
directors, as follows: 500 shares 
each by Harry H. Langenberg, T. 
O. Moloney and L. Ray Carter; 250 
shares by John B. Strauch, and 
about 100 shares by J. Rockefeller 
Prentice of Chicago. 

After other stockholders have 
been paid off, earnings of the com- 
pany may be applied pro rata to 
paying off gicad and the South- 
western interests. Owners of stock 
deposited with the trustees for 
eventual retirement will not re- 
ceive dividends on the stock, but 
will be paid interest at 3% per 
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cent a year for the first five years, 
4 per cent for the second five years 
and 4% per cent for the third five 
years. It has been estimated that 
it may be 15 years before earning» 
will have been sufficient to retire 
all the stock, and Head will not re- 
ceive the full return on his stock 
until that time.

Apparently Is 93,000,000 Miles Away 
and Receding From Earth. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, July 21—Two comets 
now are visible at night to the 
naked eye, offering one of the rar- 
est spectacles in astronomy. The 
comets are the first visible without 


the use of telescopes since Halley’s 
appeared 26 years ago. It is not 
the first recorded appearance of 
two comets simultaneously, for in 
1852 comets were observed less than 
2,000,000 miles apart. 

Few persons other than astrono- 
mers have seen the comets which 
may be observed tonight. They 
have come into the range of the 
naked eye only in the last few days. 

The brighter, discovered by Les- 
lie Peltier, amateur astronomer of 
Delphos, O., can be seen easily in 
the northeast beginning about 9 

. M1. 

The other comet is visible in the 
west immediately after sundown. 
Discovered by a Japanese amateur 
astronomer, Sigura Kaho, four 
days ago, it is a very faint patch 
of light. This comet is 93,000,000 
miles from the earth, already has 
passed the sun, and is thought to 
be moving away, so it may not be 
visible more than a few days. 

The easiest way to find Peltier’s 
comet in the northeast is to look 
for the constellation Cassiopeia, a 
little more than halfway down to- 
ward the horizon. Cassiopeia is 
five stars forming the letter “W” 
with its open side pointed toward 
the horizon.

right-hand line up toward the 
zenth. It should be about half-way 
between the horizon and zenith by 
9 p. m. An aid to finding it is a 
bright star about 10 degrees above 
Cassiopeia. The comet appears 
about half-way between this star 
and Cassiopeia’s right arm. 

The comet, of the brightness of 
a medium star, is slightly elongat- 
ed, indicating the formation of its 
tail in its rush toward the _ sun. 
Whether sufficient tail will be 
formed to make a good spectacle 
is not known. In the telescopes its 
tail is distinct now, but very short. 

The other comet has a tail visi- 
ble only in the telescopes, but fully 
one degree in length. 

The best guess of astronomers is 
that a comet is a loose collection 
of stones and metal. There are 
other known substances in comets. 
The spectroscope shows some light 
is emitted, not merely reflected like 
moonlight. The emitted light 
shows the prescence of sodium, hy- 
drocarbons and cyanogen com-

With this aim we = selected the 
strongest available team.

Plenty of. fine athletes:were left | 
behind, I know, but we made our | 
choices in the only fair way, with | 
a mind always to victory. | 

Four athletes qualified for more | 
than one event. They did this on | 
ther own merit entirely and were | 
picked because they were the best | 
men. Besides Owens, who gained | 
the right to compete in the 100 and 
200-meter dashes, and the running |~ 
broad jump, there were Bob Clark, 
in the decathlon and broad jump; 
Don Lash, in the 5000 and 10,000- 
meter runs, and Mack Robinson, in 
the 200-meter dash and 400-meter 
relay. 

Incidentally, a situation came up 
with regard to Clark which gives 
concrete evidence of my attitude, 
which is shared by all the members 
of the Olympic coaching board. 
After he had already won his.place 
on the team in the decathlon try- 
out, this boy came East and fin- 
ished third in the broad jump at 
Randall's Island. Now, Clark was 
all for passing up this second 
berth and permitting Kermit King, 
who was fourth, to replace him. 
But we persuaded him that it 
would be for the best interests of 
thé team not to make this move. 
The fact of the matter is that Clark 
leaped just a fraction of an inch 
short of 26 feet in the decathlon 
broad jump. On this performance 
he ranks second to Owens alone, 
and we need him as insurance in 
case Jesse should meet with any 
mishap in the sprint. 

Broad Jump Prospects. 

As leng as Owens and Clark 
have entered this discussion, I 
might as well take up the subject 
of America’s prospects in the broad 
jump, which I did not consider in 
my earlier article on the field 
events. 

This fis the one. event. where 
America can fee] secure, with the 
big provision of course that noth- 
ing happens to Owens-—and sprint- 
ers and jumpers are likely to pull 
a muscle at any time. But if 
Owens is right, and I expect him 
to be, he should win and might 
possibly break his own pending 
world record of 26 feet 8% inches. 

I have been talking with Jesse 
aboard the ship and he and I both 
agree that he only needs to perfect 
his take-off to leap 27 feet. As 
soon as we land at Berlin, I plan to 
work with him personally until he 
is able to hit the board just right. 
With his tremendous speed and 
spring, there is almost no limit to 
what he can do in this event. 

Clark and John Brooks, our third 
broad jumper, are consistent at 25 
feet, and since only three other 
athletes in the world, Long and 
Leichum of Germariy, and Paul of 
France, have bettered this mark 
during the past year, I think we 
are well protected here,

Thus the normal press cable 
rate of 9 cents a word from Ber- 
lin to St. Louis is hiked to 15% 
cents by the low exchange value 
of our dollar in Germany. 

Herr Hitler and his country 
have, however, eased up on the 
tourist. Instead of selling travel- 
ers’ reichmarks at 2% fora dollar, 
they sell him “registered marks” 
for about 26 cents, or nearly four 
for each dollar. 

Of course, there’s nothing to 
prevent the German tradesmen 
from hiking their prices to con- 
form and thus ‘taking back the 
profit from the traveler. 

Already hotel accommodations 
in Berlin have gone skyward and 
rooms equivalent to $5 in America 
are priced at about $9, with no 
more hotel space available, ac- 
cording to Olympic officials. 

Tourists not already provided 
for wiil have to obtain rooms 
and apartments other than hotel 
accommodations.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Joe Louis, 
conqueror of two former heavy- 
weight champions anc beaten by 
another in his meteoric rise and 
fall, is to get a chance against a 
fourth ex-titleholder. 

The Brown Bomber, knocked out 


flooring Max Baer and Primo Car- 
nera for the full count, has been 
matched against Jack Sharkey, the 
Boston veteran, who is treading the 
comeback trail, for a 10-round bout 
at the Yankee Stadium Aug. 18. 
For Louis the bout will be a 
chance to show whether the defeat 
he suffered at the hands of the 
German took any of the power 
from the fists that spread destruc- 
tion among the heavyweights until 
he met Schmeling. Since the 
Schmeling fight, Louis has been on 
a Michigan farm, keeping in con- 
dition for his next fight. 

A victory over Louis would put 
Sharkey, now 33 years old, right 
back into the thick of the heavy- 
weight picture, now dominated by 
Champion Jimmy Braddock and 
Schmeling. 

To Begin Work at Once. 
Sharkey will begin training in 
Boston at once, later moving to a 
camp near New York. Louis is ex- 
pected to come here within the 
next 10 days to complete his con- 
ditioning. 

Nothing was said about terms 
but it is believed each fighter has 
agreed to labor for 20 per cent 
of the net receipts, with the Milk 
Fund cutting in on the gate. 
Sharkey, now in the midst of 
what has been a successful come- 
back campaign, was elated when 
Buckley telephoned him the match 
had been closed. 

The 'Squire of Chestnut Hill be- 
lieves if he can repeat Max Schmel- 
ing’s feat and win from the Negro, 
he will put himself back in the 
thick of the heavyweight doings 
and maybe land a chance to win 
back the title. 

Sharkey won the crown by 
pounding out a close 15-round de- 
cision over Schmeling at Madison 
Square Garden’s Long Island Bowl 
on June 21, 1932.

On Presidential Polls. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM beginning to wish that the es 

teemed Dr. Gallup would confine his 
political crystal-gazing to the offices of 
the American Institute of Public Opinion, 
and leave our Literary Digest and its fig- 
ures politely and completely alone. 

Last week, for instance, a statement of 
his was put on my desk: 

“Tf,” said he, “the Literary Digest were 
conducting a poll at the present time... 
the actual figures would be in the neigh- 
borhood of 44 per cent for Roosevelt and 
56 per cent for Landon.” 

We've been through many poll battles. 
We've been buffeted by the gales of 
claims and counter-claims. But never be- 
fore has anyone foretold what our poll 
was going to show before it was even 
started! | 

A little later on in his article, the good 
doctor pointed out that in an “accurate” 
and “scientific” poll, the voters should be 
divided into three classes, the rich two- 
tenths, the medium six-tenths and the 
poor two-tenths. 

On re-reading this statement, we won- 
dered whether there might possibly be 
some delicate innuendo conveying the 
suggestion that our poll lists were not 
divided up in the right fractions, and that 
therefore our results could not be cor- 
rect. 

Now, we're always on the alert for new 
facts concerning polling methods. So we 
immediately brushed the dust off our old 
files and delved into the returns of the 
past 37 national elections. In not one elec- 
tion since George Washington himself 
could we discover a single clew as to 
how many rich men, poor men, G-men, 
racketeers and candlestick makers had 
voted in any given election. That is, the 
Government doesn’t know any more about 
the class make-up of its official election 
returns than we ourselves do about our 
own polls. You see, the Government and 
ourselves conduct secret polls, and that 
leaves Dr. Gallup as the only one who 
knows about the proper proportions of 


these class divisions. 
. oa ; . . 
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Even after these researches, we were 
still interested in this two-tenths, six- 
tenths and two-tenths business. Maybe 
the Government was wrong. Maybe we 
were, too, even though we've both checked 
pretty well on the final results. 

We took a quick look at the income-tax 
returns of the nation. The 1933 Govern- 
ment reports show that only 3,600,000 peo- 
ple made $1000 a year or more. This nat- 
urally means that less than 10 per cent 
of the 39,000,000 voters in the 1932 elec- 
tion made $1000 a year. And therefore, 
not two-tenths, as Dr. Gallup says, but 
actually nine-tenths of these voters are as 
poor as Job's turkey. 

But our fine statistical friend, who is 
really doing a good piece of work at that, 
is years and years late in this type of 
criticism. Somewhere, away back in the 
fall of 1932, before the doctor had taken 
a single poll, the Literary Digest was just 
completing its tenth one. The critics of 
that time said that our figures would 
never come out right because we didn't 
reach the 12,000,000 unemployed with our 
ballots.

ANCIENT TRUTHS. 

Jesse W. Barrett, candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Governor, made a speech Sunday that 
was packed with common sense. 

“Let’s direct the attention of the people of Mis- 
souri,” he said, “to some of our real State problems. 
Then this campaign will be worth all of its effort 
and cost.” . 

That is the soundest possible advice. 

Honest and economical government—it is a truism 
to say thaf this is an essential need of the State, but 
Mr. Barrett has said it with a bill of particulars that 
deserves notice. 

The State Government “needs pruning and trim- 
ming.” As in the Federa] Government, overlapping 
and conflicting agencies have grown up. Some of 
these agencies could and should be eliminated; the 
cost of others could and should be reduced. 

Politics must be kept out of the Highway Depart- 
ment. ‘The record of the State in that respect is 
creditable, but only eternal vigilance will keep it so. 
The late Charles U. Becker, when Secretary of State, 
sought to politicalize the department and was balked 
only by an aroused public opinion. That attack from 
the Republican side had its Democratic counterpart 
in the last Legislature, where an effort to get the 
affiliations of highway department employes listed 
in the public records—a maneuver whose success 
would have opened the way to political raiding—was 
defeated by a narrow margin. 

It is of prime importance, too, as Mr. Barrett says, 
that politics should be kept out of the eleemosynary 
institutions, out of fish and game conservation, out 
of old-age assistance, out of the administration of 
relief. So far as conservation is concerned, the end 
can be achieved by the voters’ approval of the pro- 
posed amendment to establish a non-political Conser- 
vation Commission. 

We agree with Mr. Barrett that the State should 
have civil service regulations to “insure specially 
trained officers in those positions where special train- 
ing is needed,” and we are happy to have him, as a 
candidate, on record to that effect. None but the 
blindest devotee of the spoils system will deny that 
“it is a shame to have an expert thrown out to 
make room for a cheap politician.” 

We agree that the tax system of the State needs 
a drastic overhauling and that to this end there 
should be inaugurated without delay a searching and 
non-political study of the whole problem. 

Finally, Mr. Barrett’s speech reached down into 
the very fundamentals of good government in this 
admirably phrased statement: 

Simplifying and reorganizing the State gov- 
ernment will help, but no system will bring good 
results without two indispensable conditions— 
one is honesty, the other is economy. We must 
put honest men into office, men who will see 
that every dollar of public money goes to the 
purpose intended rather than to the enrichment 
of political racketeers, men who believe that a 
good name is rather to be chosen than great 
riches, men whose watchword is service rather 
than spoils. 

These are ancient truths, but they cannot be ex- 
pressed too often. 

Cleveland said the same thing in his famous aphor- 
ism: “A public office is a public trust.” 

What Missouri must have, if its urgent local prob- 
lems are to be solved, is public servants who will 
hold fast to that high ideal, and it matters not 
whether they be called Democrats or Republicans. 
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THE PARENTS WILL DECIDE. 

The question whether military training shall be in- 
troduced in the community high school at Carbondale, 
Ill., is to be voted on in a popular referendum July 25. 
This decision to put the matter squarely before par- 
ents and other interested residents is wise. Military 
training should not be offered to public school boys 
in their early teens as the result of the hurried vote 
of several board members who may or may not have 
considered the reasons for not crowding such a course 
into the high school curriculum. 

Popular referendums are educational devices of the 
finest sort; itis through such matchings of arguments 
for and arguments against that people are enabled to 
come to intelligent decisions. What Carbondale moth- 
ers and fathers do about this issue is, as we said the 
other day, their own concern. The Department of 
Superintendence of the National Education Associa- 
tion, noted for its well-considered judgments, is on 
record against military training in high schools. 
Every proposal to introduce such a course here has

The Gallup poll, 
taken at the same time and announced in 
the same week as ours, recorded that 53 
per cent of the entire State of New York 
was for Roosevelt. Here were figures just 
the opposite of our own results. Quite 
recently, Gallup took another pol! of New 
York State. The results this time showed 
that his followers had changed profound- 
ly and this time were 52 per cent in favor 
of the Republican cause. 

It is nice to see that Dr. Gallup's latest 
figures have so shifted that they substan- 
tiate the poll we took almost two months 
ago.

of Public Opinion suggests that, because 


we don't use canvassers, our results must. 


be full of errors. We could easily use can- 
vassers. All one has to do is to hire 
them. The services of many such vote- 
gathering organizations have been offered 
to us. But we still prefer to use Uncle 
Sam's mails, and let millions of people— 
not thousands-—vote as they please, anony- 
mously, and without anybody's foot in the 
door waiting while they make up their

The fraternals have a bitter enemy in Superin- 
tendent of Insurance R. Emmet O’Malley, who proposes 
to place them on the same basis of taxation with 
commercial insurance companies and who is now at- 
tempting to collect a huge*amount of back taxes from 
them from which the fraternals claim to be exempt. 
Both Jesse Barrett, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and Hirth have pledged the fraternals not to 
reappoint O’Malley, in event either is elected, but 
Stark has declined to de so. 

O'Malley is very close to Pendergast, and Stark has 
been promised the support of the powerful Pender- 
gast machine. 

It now appears that the fraternals, in taking the 
unprecedented step of entering the political arena, 
are doing so in no half-hearted way. They are out, 
first, to defeat Stark in the primary and, failing that, 
to whip him in the election. To this end, pamphlets 
have been distributed to 300,000 persons holding 
fraternal insurance policies urging. them to vote 
against Stark. An anti-Stark organization has been 
perfected in every county, and an appeal has been‘ 
issued for volunteers to work at the polling places 
on primary day, Aug. 4. 

Since this is something new in Missouri politics, it 
is difficult to gauge the influence it will exert. Our 
guess is that the influence will be great. Insurance 
policies are close to the heart of all who hold them. 
The pamphlet sent out by the fraternals says that 
fraternal insurance will be wrecked if O’Malley wins 
his tax suits. In the absence of any effective reply 
from Stark, this argument is going to hurt him. 

Meanwhile, Hirth is making full capital of the in- 
surance situation, not only with regard to fraternals, 
but as to that much-criticised deal of O’Malley’s by 
which only 20 per cent of fire insurance refunds will 
go to policyholders, despite the fact that the State 
won its fight for these refunds in the courts.

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MR. HULL’S DOMINICAN REPLY. 

Secretary of State Hull] has given the right answer 
to Don Andres Pastoriza, Minister of the Dominican 
Republic, who protested against the showing of a 
“March of Time” release as “attacking the personality 
of President Trujillo Molina in an unjust manner 
and giving a false impression of the political situation 
in the Dominican nation.” 

Mr. Hull said in effeet that the United States 
Government deprecated the publication of any article 
or film that caused offense to foreign governments 
and at the same time was without authority to censor 
the press or motion pictures. The Dominican Re- 
public is not the first to take exception to an Amer- 
ican film; it doubtless will not be the last. As the 
Secretary of State said: “Such actions sometimes 
occur for the reason that in this country, unlike 
many other countries, freedom of speech and of the 
press is deeply imbedded in our tradition, is cher- 
ished as part of the national heritage and is guar- 
anteed under our Constitution.” 

Freedom can be abused, but the absence of freedom 
would be a far greater wrong than any abuses 
under it. 
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TWO HOURS VS. 18 MONTHS. 

Though the Supreme Court of Missouri moved with 
lightning speed to prevent the opening of a Fourth 
Ward ballot box on Nov, J, 1934, it has postponed 
for 18 months a final decision on the question. 

Here is what happened: The grand jury had heard 
the testimony of various Fourth Ward, Thirteenth 
Precinct, witnesses that they had voted for William 
Hoefle for the Republican nomination for Clerk of 
the Circuit Court for Criminal Causes; also for 
Oliver Chapman, running for nomination for License 
Collector.

The grand jury requested Judge Hartmann to sub- 
pena the ballot box, poll books and other records of 
the Thirteen Precinct, which he did. The subpena 
was served on Secretary Charles L. Moore of the 
Election Board shortly before 1 p. m. on Nov. 1. It 
directed him to take the ballot box, etc., before the 
grand jury at 2 p. m. 

At 2:45 p. m., Moore went to the grand jury room 
without the ballot box. Before there was time to 
argue the point, a telephone message came to Judge 
Hartmann from the Clerk of the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City, stating that Judge Ellison ordered 
Judge Hartmann to take no further action, pending 
decision of the case. 

It was thus possible, within two hours, to obtain 
a writ of prohibition from the court, but 18 months 
have been insufficient for a determination of the case.

F oreign Trade and Trade Pacts 


American trade abroad has shown notable improvement, though it is still below pre-de- 
pression levels; gain should not be laid wholly to new reciprocal treaties, writer 
says, for it is due primarily to world-wide upturn; praises State Department's 
efforts, but warns against efforts to make political capital out of the situation.

HE upturn in our foreign trade, which 
T vecan about the middle of 1933 and is 

still continuing, is due primarily to a 
world-wide improvement in economic condl- 
tions. Since the United States started rather 
bélatedly to ‘participate in this recovery 
movement, the gains in both the export and 
import trade have continued with few inter- 
ruptions of the upward trend. 

As a result, exports for the first five 
months of the current year reached a level 
not far short of that attained during the cor- 
responding period in 1931 and were 14 per 
cent higher than a year ago. Imports, which 
have been increasing at a more rapid rate 
than exports of late, slightly exceeded the 
totals reported for the first five months of 
1931 and were 16 per cent above the figures 
of 1935. 

Although the value of our foreign trade 
is still far below the level of the years pre- 
ceding the collapse of 1929, the gains are 
pronounced and the outlook is encouraging. 
Indeed, there is perceptible danger that 
supporters of the administration may try 
to make political capital out of the foreign 
trade showing by attributing recent gains 
to the liberalizing effects of the reciprocal 
trade treaties. 

On the other hand, critics of the admin- 
istration are at least as likely to muddy 
the waters of debate by citing the expansion 
of the import trade as evidence that tariff 
bargaining is placing domestic industry at 
the mercy of foreign competitors. 

” + * . 


Such arguments betray either ignorance 
of the facts or a deliberate distortion of 
their meaning. The course of our foreign 
trade has so far been affected but slightly 
by the conclusion of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. Only a few of the trade treaties 
have been operative long enough to test 
their efficacy, and even in those few cases, 
changes in the value and volume of trade 
cannot be attributed exclusively to the agree- 
ments. 

Undoubtedly, recent pronounced increases 
in our commerce with Cuba are due largely 
to the trade pact. But Cuba occupies an 
exceptional position, in any case, because of 
the preferential treatment accorded her 
products in this market, and her inclusion 
in the sugar control plan. 

Imports from Belgium, which have |ike- 
wise risen markedly as compared with 4 
year ago, are partly due to the concessions 
granted under the trade treaty concluded 
with that country. However, Belgium's tota! 
sales abroad expanded greatly following de- 
valuation of her currency, and it is impos 
sible to tell what proportion of the increase 
in shipments to the United States is due to 
that factor alone. In any case, the amount 
involved is a small sum compared with total 
increases in our foreign trade. 

It is also worth noting that the percent- 
age rise in our exports to Canada during 
the present year is no greater than the 
average rate of increase in all exports and 
less than the percentage gains reported in 
our exports to Great Britain. While 
Canadian imports have risen at a somewhat 
more rapid rate than aly imports, they, too, 
have been outstripped by the gains in im- 


ports from Great Britain, a country with 
which we have made no reciproca] trade 
agreement, 

In short, any objective survey of the trade 
statistics shows that gains in both our ex- 
port and import trade have been widely dis- 
tributed and have been due to innumerable 
causes unconnected with the agreements. 

The State Department’s efforts to expand 
our foreign trade by eliminating hampering 
barriers to an exchange of goods is a laud- 
able undertaking. It would, however, be a 
grave mistake to exaggerate the actual ex- 
tent of the gains already achieved or in 
prospect. They are not attributable to any 
single cause and they are certainly not a 
product of policy, 

« * « . 

The tendency of imports to increase more 
rapidly than exports is likewise due to 
causes unconnected with trade treaties, al- 
though tariff concessions, of course, increase 
our imports to certain articlés. The trend 
toward a better balance between. our mer- 
chandise exports and imports has been in 
evidence for some time. It is the outgrowth 
of inescapable readjustments forced upon us 
by our position as a creditor nation. 

With or without trade agreements, we 
must accept goods in exchange if we ex- 
pect to be paid for our exports and receive 
any return On capital invested abroad. The 
State Department has consciously recog- 
nized that fact and is trying to expand our 
export trade by removing barriers to in- 
creases in the import trade. In so doing, 
oe very constructively accepting the con- 

itions that provide a sound basis for a con- 
tinued growth of our foreign trade. 


-BETTER COUNTY METHODS. 

From the Kansas City Times. 

XTENSIVE reforms to simplify and 

modernize county government stil] await 
attention in Missouri, as in the great -najor- 
ity of states. But in the last few years, 
some progress has been made in this State. 
It includes the county budget law, now Oop- 
erative, which compels these loca] govern- 
ments to operate on a responsible business- 
like basis in the single matter of holding 
expenditures within revenues: and it includes 
the further check afforded by legislation 
demanding uniform bookkeeping methods 
and annual audits of county books by the 
State Auditor’s office. 

How irresponsible have been the methods 
employed in the past is now indicated by a 
preliminary report of the first of these 
audits. For there have been found discrep- 
ancies amounting to more than $500,000 in 
the -official accounts of 49 counties of this 
State; and the audit is not yet complete. 

There now has been begun the long proc- 
ess of trying to clear up the irregularities 
in the large number of counties. Probably 
years will be required for that and for the 
further process of introducing a fair degree 
of uniformity and responsibility in the con- 
duct of county business. 

But even more prolonged will be the effort 
to eliminate useless county offices and func- 
tions, to fix definite official duties and to 
reduce costs to the taxpayers. Missouri, 
and most of the other states, may hope for 
all that perhaps within the next generation.

SPECTROSCOPIC MOVIE 
USED IN TESTING FOOD 


Presence of Lead in One Sam- 
ple Disclosed by New 
Atomic Camera. 


By the Associated Press, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 21.— 
Spectrographic motion pictures, or 
“atomic movies,” marking the en- 
try of motion pictures into a new 
field of industrial research, were 
announced yesterday at a confer- 
ence on spectroscopy conducted by 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The spectroscope photographs 
light which has passed through a 
narrow opening and a prism. The 
resulting pictures show what kind 
of atoms give the light and their 
condition at the moment of taking 
the picture. 

The new movies, giving a con- 
tinuous record, are used for ana- 
ly-‘ng industrial samples burning 
in a carbon arc flame or in an 
electric spark. 

A manufactured food was placed 
in front of the atomic moving pic- 
ture camera and burned. One after 
another appeared the substances 
the food contained. Jvst at the 
last moment a bunch of lead atoms 
showed up, enough to prove that 
this food contained an appreciable 
quantity of lead, unknown to any- 
one. . 

The old “still” spectrograph pic- 
ture would have missed the lead. 

How Movies Are Made. 

The movies are made by use of 

an electric motor which moves 


‘photographic film past the slit ad- 


mitting the light from the burning 
sample. The old “still” pictures 
produced short spectrum lines, each 
one identifying some kind or state 
of atoms. The new movies draw 
long, continuous spectrum lines 
from the start of t*e burning of 
any kind of atom until its finish. 

The atomic movie was described 
by David Richardson, research 
fellow in physics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. This 
movie, he said, was also invented 
almost simultaneously and _ inde- 
pendently at the institute by Dr. 
E. Preuss of Jena. 

O. S. Duffendack of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, described two 
new methods of using the spectro- 
scope, developed with the aid of 
the Rockefeller Foundation. These, 
he said, are especially useful for 
analysis of blood and other body 
fluids. With one, a drop of blood, 
placed orf the tips of a carbon arc, 
can be made to show what it con- 
tains. 

The other method makes two 
jets of liquid act like electrodes. 
An electric arc jumps the gap be- 
tween them and the light of this 
are shows what the liquid contains. 
The “liquid arc” can be used with 
as little as nine cubic centimeters 
of fluid. 

Use in Textile Industry. 

Miss Mary E. Warga, astronomer 
of the University of Pittsburgh, has 
applied the spectroscope to every- 
day work in the making of textiles 
for dresses. 

She told of looking at the light of 
some stained threads while they 
burned in the end of a _ hollow 
electrode. These threads had been 
stained in manufacture. The stains 
would not come out. 

The spectroscope showed that 
they were discolored by tin and 
copper. It was found that these 
two metals came from some bronze 
“travelers” over which the threads 
had passed. Substitution of hard- 
ened steel for the bronze eliminat- 
ed the stains. 

Miss Warga said that in the 
Pittsburgh district spectroscopic 
analysis is being used more and 
more widely to aid in solving in- 
dustrial problems. 

Shows Iron Particles in Air. 

Used to examine the air of Pitts- 
burgh at a height of 10 stories 
in the downtown district, it showed 
considerable amounts of iron and 
copper, and smaller amounts of 
silicon, magnesium, aluminum, 80- 
dium, calcium and lead. 

The instrument also proved use- 
ful, she said, in revealing the pres- 
ence of silicon in lungs. Silicon is 
the cause of silicosis, industrial 
lung disease. The spectroscope not 
only showed the presence of silicon 
but the amount. It was used on 
lung tissue after autopsy. 

She explained how the instru- 
ment showed in less than an hour 
the presence and volume of iron in 
glass which had required four days 
to find by chemical analysis. Its 
use to analyze impurities in steel, 
she said, is its newest field in 
Pittsburgh.

Dr. Cream took care 
to be absent: other witnesses had to en- 
dure the heartrending screams of the 
tortured girls. 

Cream was a strange looking person: 
he concealed a bald head under a tall 
silk hat. He had a bushy mustache, and 
wore gold-rimmed spectacles. There was 
a cast in one of his eyes. His method, 
as he went about London at night, was 
to pick up a girl in a cafe or theatre, 
go with her to her rooms or to a hotel, 
He would say that he was a physician 
and had remedies of one kind or an- 
other—things good for the complexion, or 
what not.

N AUGUST, 1925, I returned to

clew. I felt lost, like a blind man 
groping. Thereupon I determined 
to test my new resolutions about 
thinking for myself and to see 
whether I could not turn my disad- 
vantage into profit, as Bolitho had 
advised. The weakness of my posi- 
tion was that I had been too remote 
from the Soviet scene to gauge the 
meaning of events, but surely that 
gave me the advantage of detach- 
ment? Unable to distinguish sepa- 
rate trees I ought therefore to see 
the wood more clearly as a whole. 
And so, before running round to 
see people and get facts second- 
hand, I sat down to think things out 
for myself, and reached four major 
conclusions, which I have never had 
reason to change, as follows: 

1. That inside the Bolshevik party 
there was a hard central core which 
had never wavered from the inten- 
tion to create and develop a success- 
ful proletarian State upon Socialist 
foundatiens. 

2. That the party controversy did 
nét affect this determination, but 
was concerned with three points: 
by whom, how, and at what speed 
the socialization process should be 
conducted; and that all these points 
were of vital moment. 

3. That N. E. P., it was now clear, 
was no more than a_ temporary 
megsure, the ostensible purpose of

Having reached these conclu- 
sions, I thought about them.

My second conclusion, I thought, 
was the most important thing in 
my world from the point of view of 
news and everything else,, because, 
until the problem it presented was 
solved no other problems could be 
solved. N. E. P., I thought, was 
doomed, at least as far as urban 
private traders were concerned, and 
all the rest of the private enter- 
prises which had danced like grass- 
hoppers in the sun during the past 
four years. N. E. P., therefore, had 
a diminishing value, both politically 
and as news. Finally, the peasant 
question was not, I could see, yet 
acute, but, I told myself, I must 
keep it also in mind as a big future 
issue and more immediately as a 
key pawn in the merciless chess 
game that was being played  be- 
tween Stalin and Trotzky. Continu- 
ing my thought, I concluded that 
there was no reason for me to 
change my opinion that Stalin 
would beat Trotzky in the long run 
—had not the latter been removed 
from the Commissariat of War 
a few months earlier and re- 
placed by Frunze? — although I 
had read and admired Trotzky’s 
pamphlet called The Lessons of 
October, which he had published in 
the previous fall. It was a strong 
and suttle piece of work, which 
the Stalinists not only found it dif- 
ficult to answer but which later 
disintegrated their forces consid- 
erably. 

In this pamphlet Trotzky called 
for a return to the fundamental 
principles of Marxism, of which 
he said the Bolsheviks were losing 
sight. His main thesis was that 
the revolution must be dynamic, 
not static, that it could not mark 
time but must always, everywhere 
push forward. Trotzky utilized 
this theoretically sound Marxist 
basis for a telling attack upon the 
home and foreign policies of the 
Stalinists and more particularly 
upon the theory, which they had 
not yet fully adopted, although it 
was in process of formation, that it 
was possible to “build Socialism in 
a single country.”

ogists later argued with evident 
justice that.in speaking of “‘a coun-

To 
this apple of discord flung into the 
midst of his victorious opponents 
in the Central Committee, Trotzky 
added a grain of mustard seed, 


which later grew and flourished 
exceedingly, in the shape of a ques- 
tion about class differentiation in 
the villages and the right course 
to be adopted towards the kulaks 
andi middle peasants.

| a long time, and the more I

The next day I went out to gather 
information. I have found since 
that there are two dangers in the 
practice of “doping things out” for 
yourself; first, you are liable to 
twist facts to suit your conclusion; 
secondly, if your conclusion is er- 
roneous the deductions you draw 
from it are more erroneous still. 
In this case, however, it seemed 
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that I had guessed right, especially 
about the Party squabble. I heard 
that the Kamenev-Zinoviev group 
in the Stalin bloc were showing 
signs of restiveness, partly because 
they saw that Stalinism was pro- 
gressing from Leninism (as Lenin- 
ism had progressed from Marxism) 
towards a form and development of 
its own, partly because they were 
jealous and alarmed by Stalin’s 
growing predominance. All my in- 
formants agreed that the Party 
fight would be the news center for 
the coming winter. 


Sure enough, as events proved, 
Zinoviev and Kamenev spent the 
autumn in creating inside the ma- 
jority bloc a new opposition move- 
ment and, what is more, they con- 
cealed their doings so dexterously 
that it was not until the delegates 
to the December Peace Congress 
had been elected that Stalin per- 
ceived how the wind was blowing. 
Kamenev's case was relatively un- 
important; he had a fair measure 
of support in the Moscow delega- 
tion but nothing like a majority. 
Zinoviev, however, had long been 
undisputed boss of Leningrad and 
had packed the delegation from 
top to bottom with his own hench- 
men. It was too late to change the 
delegations, but the Party Secre- 
tariat (i. e., Stalin) lost not a mo- 
ment in cutting the ground from 
under Zinoviev’s feet. There was 
a radical change in personnel 
amongst the permanent officials of 
the Leningrad Party machine, par- 
ticularly in the Communist Youth 
organization, where pro-Zinoviev 
tendencies were most marked. The 
editorial staff of the two Party 
organs, thé Leningrad Pravda and 
the Leningrad Communist Youth 


‘| Pravda, were sweepingly reformed; 


and a vigorous “educational 
campaign” (i. e, propaganda 
drive) was begun in every fac- 
tory and office in the city. These 
measures were decided at a secret 
meeting of the Central Committee 
of the Party in November and em- 
bodied in a resolution of 24 points, 
carried nem con, but with half a 
dozen significant abstentions. At 
this point I myself, inadvertently, 
came into the game. Among the 
newspapers I read daily was a little 
sheet in tabloid form called The 
Workers’ Gazette. One morning I 
was startled to find on its back 
page, unheralded by headlines, the 
report of a Central Committee reso- 
lution in 24 paragraphs “concern- 
ing the administrative organization 
of the Leningrad Party and Com- 
munist Youth organization.” It was 
strongly worded; phrases like 
“grave ideological errors,” “weak- 
ness of discipline and Party con- 
trol,” “failure of the Party 
executives to appreciate  cor- 
rectly,” and so forth were followed 
by the blunt announcement that the 
Leningrad Party machine and Press 
would be reorganized; individuals 
“dismissed with blame” were named 
and their successors appointed. This 
document, I understood was a 
direct frontal attack upon Zinoviev 
and the administration of the Len- 
ingrad Party; which could only 
mean that Zinoviev and his chief 
colleagues in the Leningrad Party, 
who had been Stalin’s strangest 
supporters against Trotzky, were 
now themselves in opposition. This 
was interesting news, although of 
course I did not dream that it was 
the first step towards the formation 
of the bloc of all opposition move- 
ments, however mutually disparate, 
which developed in the following 
year. That I could not guess, but I 
did know, to my regret, that the
